They serve more than 
1,500,000 passengers daily. The 
settlement gave the transit work- 
ers what they had asked for—a 
boost in average pay from $1.20 
to $1.44 an hour.

GET MAGAZINE AWARD 


Collier’s Honors Senator and 
House Member for Distin- 
guished Service to Republic. 


WASHINGTON, May 7 (AP)— 
Senator Alben W. Barkley, Ken- 
tucky Democrat, and Representa- 
tive Christian A. Herter, Massa- 
chusetts Republican, are the win- 
ners of Collier’s Magazine awards 
to congressmen for distinguished 
services to the republic in 1947. 

Barkley, the magazine said to- 
day, was honored “primarily be- 
cause of his superb loyalty to the 
two-party system.” Herter was 
recognized “mainly because of his 
work in the field of foreign af- 
fairs.” 

A White House ceremony is 
planned for tomorrow, when the 
legislators will receive from 
President Truman silver plaques 
awarded them. Each award car- 
ries $10,000 for public purposes 
which the recipients of the award 
will designate, 

The choices were made by a 
committee headed by Eric Johns- 
ton, president of the Motion Pic- 
ture Association of America.

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‘The Railroad Crisis 

The nation is confronted once again with the 
possibility of a strike which would paralyze our 
highly interdependent economy. If a coal strike 
is sufficiently prolonged, the same result would 
occur; but a rail strike is like the effect of 
cyanide of potassium on the human body. It has 
immediate impact. 

No one has been able to come forward with a 
sovereign solution of strikes in such vital indus- 
tries as steel, coal and railroads. Mr. Taft and 
Mr. Hartley wrestled mightily with the problem, 
but their joint effort falls short of solution. 
The Taft-Hartley law, by use of the injunctive 
process, can delay a strike, but it cannot prevent 
one if both sides remain obdurate. 

p until two years ago, when a Wo-day rail 
strike actually occurred and came to an end 
only after President Truman threatened to man 
the trains with troops, it was thought that the 
Railway Labor Act of 1926 was a fairly sure 
guarantee against strikes. For 20 years no 
nationwide rail strike had occurred. But then 
one happened, and now there may be another. 
- * * 

In many ways, the Railway Labor Act is a 
model. It was written in recognition of the fact 
that railroad managements could not shut down 


* 


their plants: therefore, labor should not be per- 


mitted to do so. The act set-up a long series of 
steps—conference, mediation, arbitration, the 
appointment of a special fact-finding board, a 
30-day cooling-off period—before a strike is 
permissible. 3 

In the current dispute, all these steps have 
been taken and still a strike is possible. In the 
past few days, earnest last-minute efforts by 
Frank Douglass, head of the National (Railway) 
Mediation Board, were of no avail. He was even 
unable to get the two sides to sit down at the 
same table. And now, as has become the prac- 
tice in rajl crises of recent years, the dispute 
has been taken to the White House. 

The President should not be forced to inter- 
vene in this controversy. He should not have 
had to do ‘so in 1946. Nor should President 


Roosevelt have been called upon to settle a rafl- 


labor dispute, which he did by handing the men 
more money than his own representatives had 
offered. If this habit is permitted to grow, the 
usual process of settling disputes will be vitiated 
because both realize that, in the end, the 
argument will be resolved in the White House. 
The present impasse arises out of the fact 
that the unions flatly refuse to accept the rec- 
ommendation of the President's fact-finding 
board, which offered the men an increase of 
15% cents an hour and certain rule changes. 
The railroads have accepted the board’s findings. 
Not all the railroad unions are involved—only 
the engineers, firemen and switchmen. They 
want 30 cents an hour and additional changes of 
rules. rules are mostly designed to in- 
erease pay further. 5 
As long ago as Nov. 14 last, the other two big 
brotherhoods—conductors and trainmen—agreed 
to abide by the findings of the President's board. 
They agreed to take 15% cents. Of course, if 
the President should surrender to the recalci- 
trant brotherhoods, all five would sharé in the 
increased pay. This would rob the President's 
fact-finding committee of all prestige. It would 
add a billion dollars to the railroads’ payroll. It 
would encourage the railroads to get it back 
with higher rates by appeal to the Intérstate 
Commerce Commission, and such appeals are 
usually granted. 80, in the end, the public

This is a mighty sorry picture. Fortunately, it 
is one the public can. understand, The public

If the force of public opinion is going to have 
an effect in thig critical situation, it should be 
making itself felt immediately. Meanwhile, the 
big dilemma persists. A few labor leaders—in 
the case of coal, just one labor leader—can 
plunge the country into disaster if they are reck- 
less or crazy enough to do so, This is certainly 
an abuse of America’s precious freedom. It is 
to turn freedom into license. 

Our Constitution protects men from involun- 
tary servitude.

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Halting a Coin Racket 
President Truman’s veto of the bill for a Min- 
As 
the late Congressman John J. Cochran of- St. 
Louis showed whenever a special coin bill came 
up, the issuance and distribution of commemo- 
rative coins deg into a minor racket. 
Worse than that, the United States Treasury be- 
came a partner in the racket. 

Here is the way it worked: In the old boom- 
ing days of commemorative coins a centennial 
commission of some sort or other would get an 
act passed by Congress to authorize special half- 
dollars. The commission would obtain these 
coins from the mints at face value. Then the 
commission would sell them to a coin dealer at 
an increase in price of from 50 to 75 cents a 
coin, This profit was justified as paying for 
the centennial celebration or whatnot. 

But the mark-up did not stop there. The 
dealers would then feed the coins slowly into 
the collectors’ market—slowly enough to keep 
the premium price in force. Since coins issued . 


by the several mints are slightly different from 
one another, 4 collector, felt he had to buy one 


of each for a set. The Oregon Trail half-dollar 


was issued 14 times over a period of 13 years. 


The face value of the set was $7. Yet the price 
for a set, under the ministrations of the coin 
dealers, went up to $37.80. The Cincinnati half- 
dollar reached the ridiculous price of $11.95. 

It can be said that collectors do not need to 
pay such prices. It can also be said that the 
United States Government does not need to be 
in league with such a gouging business. That 
happily is the position of Président Truman, 
who reluctantly approved the Iowa centennial 
coin two years ago and then served notice he 
would sign no mote such bills. He vetoed the 
Wisconsin coin last year and now has struck 
down that for Minzesota.

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British Doctors Accept 


After a second thought and renewed assur- 
ances from Health Minister Aneurin Bevan, the 
council the British Medical Association has 
advised. its members to co-operate with the na- 
tional health service which the Labor Govern- 
ment is bringing into being on July 5.

As Berle and Means said years ago, large 
corporations have become powerful enough to 
challenge the political state. As early as 1935, 
Metropolitan Life and A. T. & T. had greater 
assets than the total assessed value of property | 


in Missouri, New York Life was “bigger” than 


North Carolina, United States Steel than West 
Virginia, etc. Business bigness has meanwhile 
gone much further, but it is doubtful that many 
Americans still think bigger and better are the

Extract From Lectures by Arthur Koestler to Benefit the International 
Rescue and Relief Committee in New York; Reprinted From Life Magazine 


Before I started out on this my first visit 
to the United States, my friends in Europe 
warned me: “You won't find a common 
language with the Americans. 
the moon.” 

The first few days over here convinced 
me that this if not true. Ido feel a grow- 
ing awareness of the threat over Europe in 
this country. The only question is whether 
it is growing rapidly enough to catch up 
with the drift to catastrophe in. Europe. 

For the war hysteria of which a consid- 
erable number of people seem to suffer 
here is, of course, not a gign of mature 
awareness, Nor is the mentality of 
appeasement. War hysteria and appease- 
ment are two equally deadly dangers, like 
Scylla and Charybdis. It is not easy to 
navigate between the Scylla of the Hearst 
press, of war hysteria and of Red-baiting, 
and Charybdis of the Munich cum Pearl 
Harbor which Mr. Chamberlain—sorrg I 
mean Mr. Wallace—would prepare for us.

The East and the Left 


Allow me as an aid for this perilous task 
of navigation to point out some of the fal- 
lacies in which liberals and leftists fre- 

-quently get shipwrecked, I have listed for 
myself the eight main fallacies of what you 
may allow me to call left Babbittism. 


First is the confusion of Left and East. 
Some sections of the reactionary press are 
unable or unwilling to distinguish between 
liberals, New Dealers, Social Democrats 
and Stalinites; they are all damned Reds. 
But don’t forget that the Left itself is 
partly responsible for this confusion. The 


left Babbitt assumes that there ig a con- 


tinuous spectrum stretching from pale pink 
liberals to deeper red Socialists and so on 


to purple Communists of the extreme left. 


The Soviet Union is not a Socialist country 
and Cominform policy is not Socialist 
policy. So let us bear in mind that “Hast 
is east and Left is left” and if the twain 
meet, the meeting is purely coincidental. 


The second fallacy is called the soul- 
searching fallacy. The other day I men- 
tioned that the people on the Continent 
look upon you Americans as their only 
hope of salvation. Thereupon one of the 
journalists present said, “Do you really be- 
lieve that we can help Europe with our 
dirty hands?” 


The answer is to project the argument 
back to 1938. Then it would run as follows: 
“We have no right to fight Hitler’s plan of 
sending 6,000,000 Jews to the gas chambers 
so long as there are restricted hotels in 
America and so long as Negroes do not 
have absolute equality here. Our hands 
are dirty—so instead of using them to fight 
racial persecution let us first wash them 
clean and polish our nails. And if Europe 
goes to the dogs before we have finished 
putting our own house in order, that’s just 
too bad.” 


Hollywood vs. Moscow Purges 


Third is the fallacy of the false ‘equation, 
“Soviet totalitarianism is bad. American 
imperialism is equally bad. There is nothing 
to choose between them, so let us stay in 
no man’s land and found another 100 per 
cent purist soul-searching sectarian little 


. Magazine until we are drowned in the del- 


uge.” To prove that the American system 
is “just as bad” as the Russian system, 
your left purist equates the Hollywood 
purges with the Moscow purges. The fal- 
lacy of the false equation equates an im- 
perfect democracy with a perfect totali- 
tarian regime; its philosophy boils down to 
the simple maxim that there is nothing to 
choose between measles and leprosy. 


Fallacy No. 4 is the anti-anti attitude, 
It runs as follows: “I am not a Commu- 
nist, but I don’t want to be identified with 
anti-Communist Red-baiting. Hence I am 
neither a Communist nor an anti- 
Communist, but an anti-anti-Communist.” 
If W. R. Hearst says that twice two is 
four, J shall hold that twice two is at least 
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four and one-half. The two times two 
equals four and one-half mathematicians 
are usually Wallace voters. 


We fought in the name of democracy in 
an alliance with Dictator Metaxas, Dicta- 
tor Chiang Kai-shek and Dictator Stalin. 
And rightly so, because at that time 
Nazism was the main menace to the world, 
and politics is based on forming alliances. 
Being allied to Chiang didn’t mean that we 
accepted the Chinese regime in England or 
America. Being against our will with the 
Hearst press against the totalitarian men- 
ace doesn’t mean that we identify our- 
selves with Mr, Hearst's ideology, 
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Our Late Great Allies 


Fallacy No. 5 is the sentimental fallacy. 
For years we were allied to Communists in 
the anti-Fascist struggle, and some roots of 
past loyalty remain in us. Our bedfellows 
of yesterday do not, of course, share this 
emotional squeamishness. Over the slight- 
est disagreement they will denounce us as 
Fascists, spies and traitors. 

Fallacy No. 6 may be called the fallacy of 
Caligary logics. The Cabinet of Dr. Cali- 
gary was the first film which might be 
called surrealistic. Example: . Tou criti- 
cized the Stalinist regime, but in Stalin- 
grad the heroic Red Army defeated the 
Germans and thereby proved the superi- 
ority of the Stalinist regime over every 
other regime.” 

Fallacy No, 7 is the fallacy of the perfect 


cause: Only an absolutely perfect cause is 
worth fighting for. History knows no per- 


‘fect causes, Eastern totalitarianism is 


black; its victory would mean the end of 
our ‘civilization. American democracy is 
not white but gray. The choice is between 
a gray twilight and total darkness. But 
ask the refugees who manage to escape 
from behind the iron curtain into our gray 
democracy, whether this choice is worth 
fighting for. They know. You don’t, 


The last fallacy is the confusion between 
short-term and long-term aims. It is the 
most dangerous of all. By long-term aims 
I mean the age-old struggle for reform, for 
social justice, for a more equitable system 
of government. By short-term aims I mean 
the necessity for „ he immediate 
emergency. Your leftist bbitt may re- 
fuse to fight against the short-term emer- 
gency until he has finished the job of cre- 
ating a perfect government in his country, 
in 100 years or so. The opposite danger is 
to become so obsessed with the immediate 
emergency that all principles of the long- 
term struggle are thrown overboard, 


Defend the Good We Have 


There are two distinct levels involved in 
our struggle. To defend our system against 
a deadly threat does not imply acceptance 
of everything in this system, d not im- 
ply giving up the long-term fight to im- 
prove it; and vice versa, the shortcomings 
of this system do not free us from the ob- 
ligation of defending it against the total 
corruption of the humanitarian ideal, 


This talk was mainly addressed to the 
Left. I may have been Harsh to the left 
Babbitt; it was a brotherly harshness. To 
the Babbitt of the Right I have nothing to 
say; we have no language in common. 


There will either be a Pax Americana or 
there will be no pax. Never has such a 
burden been borne by any single nation. 
It is the more unfair to you as yours is an 
adolescent civilization, with adolescent en- 
thusiasms and adolescent pimples. The 
task of the progressive intelligentsia of 
your country is to help the rest of.the 
nation to face its responsibilities. It is time 
for the American radical to grow up.
